Special Rule: Certain truly heroic heroic-type heroes *(e/ g.', Her- 
cules, Conan, etc.) may have their combat strength tripled rather than 
doubled. If captured they escape on a roll of (heroic heroic-type 

heroes being somewhat lacking in brains) but their guards are not dis- 
rupted - only eliminated. 

Note: All other game rules apply to 'Heroic Command Units' as they 
do to all other units, except that disrupted results are called 'Slipping- 
on-a-Pool-of-Blood-and-Not-Being-Captured 1 Results. 

('//hen using the 'Heroic Command Unit' Rules with the 'Rape' Rules, 
note the following: 

1. Ordinary Hero: Treat them as ordinary elite troops (r. , as- '- 
Professional Pikemen, etc.). • . . 

2. Heroic Heroic-Type Hero i Must halt, but may resume .moving on •'the 
next succeeding turn. 

3. Hellenic- Type. Hero: No effect, Hercules and Theseus would pro- 
bably have raped 'em en route and the normal type Greek hero had no sue 
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inclinations. But an ordinary type Greek hero travelling alone is treat- 
ed as an Ordinary Hero (#1 above) as he might be interested in the men of 
the Village. )
